We bope that in so far as the 
colored people are concerned, the 
president will continue to show his 
wonted wisdom und generosity and 
beat down and discountenance all 
attempts, on the part of designing 
and meav mev, to do the colored 
mun injustice. Should there be a 
change in his policy, it can only 
hasten the disaster and bring upon 
the party an avalanche of opp si- 
sition which will forever By. its 
chances for permanent control. In 
any event continuous dem cratic 
ascendency is doubtiul; bat should 
the pr‘ sent a:Iministration .do its 
duty by awarding simple justice 
to sll classes of American citizens 
it will at least signalize a change 
in party sentiment which mayo 
the means of sccuring accessions 
from sources hitherto stubbornly’ 
antagonist c to any alliauce wit 
that party. Morevver, a liberal 
policy may eventuate iu setting 
at rest thuse questions of human 
rights and constitutional and civil 
privileges which have heretofore 
been with held frum colored eiti- 
zeus and be the means «f yermit- 
ting colored voters to exercigein-_ 
telligent diccrimination up m mat~ 
ters which concern the material 
and economic interests of the 
times. Up to this time the ad- 
ministration has moved cautious.
